Under these circum- 
stances, 1t appears advisable to separate at once the men of the Local Artillery, who are 
willing to transfer their services absolutely to the Royal Regiments of Artillery, from those 
who may prefor the conditions of local service. To the former you are authorized to offer 
the usual bounty on their transfer to the Royal Artillery, and the Volunteers who may accept 
these conditions will be formed into new Troops or Battenes of Royal Artillery, which will 
he filled up by Recruits onlisted for that Regiment, of whom large number are now under 
traning at Woolwich, and will be ready for em) irkaton im the course of neat summer. 

11. Officers will be provided for these Wuttenes from the Officers of the Bengal, 
Madras, and Bombay Artillery respectively, and will receive Commusions m the Royal 
Artillery concurrent with those which they now, respectively, hold in their Regiments.

My Loxp,—In continuation of my Despatch No. 29 of thie date, on the subject 
of the assimilation of the Indian Regiments of Artillery with that of the Royal Artillery, 
T have the honor to communicate to you the following plan, for the ussimilation of the 
Regiments of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay Engineers with that of the Royal Engineers. 

2 Jn the case of these Reguments, it will be necessary to deal with the Officers only, as 
there gre no Engineer Soldiers in India under that designation, and the Regiments of Native 
Sappers and Miners must continue, as at present, on the footing of Local Corps, having the 
requisite complement of Commusioned and Non-Commicsionod Officers appointed to do duty 
with them. 

3, The process by which the Local Regiments of Engineers will die out, and their 
places be filled by Officers appointed to the Royal Engineers, ie precisely similar to that 
already described for the Artillery. 

4. All fresh appointments will be made to the Royal Engineors, and when all the 
Sobalterns of any of the three Indian Regiments have become Captains, the next vacancy 
in that Regiment will cause the promotion of the Senior Subsltern of Royal Engineers, and 
the same process will be followed in the higher grades until all the Local Officers have dis- 
appeared 

5. The ultimate effect of thie measure will be to add seven Battalions of Officers te 
‘the Royal Engineers, of which thres will, take the place ofthe Bengal Regiment, aad aye
